1 don’t believe you will print this 
letter. I suppose you are union all 
over and don’t want lo the 

other side at all. That's a way you; 
editors have, and yon will probably j 


do just what the Michigan Fanner 
did with the piece I wrote them 
against the trusts—^jnst throw it in¬ 
to the stoi-c and let it circulate in the 
smoke. 

Ts farmers arc generally old 
fasliiiint'il folks. We don’t hclicvo in 
the new-fangled notions of these sin¬ 
ful days. ,Wc believe in cvciy man 
going ahead for himself, and in 
each man “paddling his own camic,'* 
—that is all of us do but a gang of 
noisy Socialists, who keep talking 
about machinery eompeUing co¬ 
operation and combination, the class 
struggle, and how we've got to work 
together or get snowed under and 
such stuff. These Socialists are ding¬ 
ing it at us all the time and dam 
my picture if they hain’t got my 
neighbors on both sides of me to be¬ 
lieving what they say. 

Bnt I can’t see why the Fanner 
didn't print my piece against the 
trusts. They printm the one I wrote 
’em about the labor unions, how they 
had pnt np the wages in the towns 
till you can’t hardly get a good hand 
any more to work on the ^rm. Wc 
us^ to get good farm hands for 15 
dollars a month in the summer and 
for board and washing in the winter, 
bnt now they want 26 dollari a 
month and their harse kept and a 
eood place to keep their buggv’, be¬ 
sides their board and washing—all 
hut their collars and cuffs and boiled 
shirts, which they send off to • the 
citv to get done, liecause they think 
the farmers’ wives can’t do it lod 
enough. Yea, and you’ll always see 
his horse fat and slick and his buggy 
spick, span and shining, while mine

I have been requested by quite a 
large number of delegates to the 2Ut 
annual convention of the A. F. of L., 
reccntlv hold in historic Fancuil 
Hall, Boston, to write an article on 
Mark Hanna’s official acts as an 
employer of Islxir. 

During my term as organizer for 
the A. F. of L. in the eastern dis¬ 
trict of Xew Jersey the National 
Civic Federation came into exists- 
enee. A simple glance at the per¬ 
sonnel of that so-called federation 
caused me to think that it was an¬ 
other case of trade, unionists being 
lulled to sleep by conciliation sooth¬ 
ing sjTup administered by such ex¬ 
perts as Cleveland, Hanna, and Ire¬ 
land, so I set to work and secured 
from reliable sources the actual re¬ 
cords of this choice selection of La¬ 
bor Harmonizers (?). That the 
Civic Federation has admirably suc¬ 
ceeded in hypnotizing the present 
leaders of the A. F. of L. was con¬ 
clusively proved during tlie recent 
ooDvention by the “academic” ors.- 
tiona of John Mitchell, the bombast¬ 
ic altitude of Vice President Dun¬ 
can, and the peevish ravings of Sam¬ 
uel Gompers whenever the torch of 
reason was held aloft bv a Socialist 
delegate. 

In ‘View of the fact that Mitchell, 
Duncan and Gompers are active 
members in the National Civic Fed¬ 
eration it may interest the thinking 
working man and woman to have the 


record of the president of said Fed¬ 
eration in his relation to labor. 

Mark Hanna personnllv conducted 
the fight against the Lake Seamen 
from 1881 to 1883, who were at that 
time receiving $2.00 per day in sum¬ 
mer and $1.50 in the late fall when 
the risk of being frozen to death is 
very great, .\fter a heroic struggle 
the union was' crashed and wages 
went down Os $1.00 and $'2.2.i. 

On May '20th, 1902, every foundrv 
in Cleveland, except Hanna's 
Globe Foundrj’, agreed to a mini¬ 
mum of $2.50 per day. Two men 
were appointed hv the union to ask 
the same concession from Hanna. 
and .thfy were immediately die- 
charged. 

In 189.3 there wa.s a strike on 
some ear lines not under Hanna’s 
control. There were, however, griev¬ 
ances on the part of his men, but 
thev had not yet oven tlircatcnod to 
strike. A committee of his employes 
waited on him to ask for tlie redress 
of the grievancc.s, including the necil 
of vestibules for the motormen in 
winter. He took the names of the 
committee and diecharged every one 
of them. as well as evciy man in his 
employ knoivn to belong to a union, 
positively forbidding hi.s men to 
organize. 

In 1896 there was a strike in his 
foundry during which a number of 
Poles were imported to take the 
place.s of the strikers, sniong whom 
was Czolgosz, the father of McKin¬ 
ley’s assassin. 


In Deoember, 1896, (after Mc¬ 
Kinley's election) men applying for 
work in his coal mines were forced 
to sign an agreement that 10 percent 
of their wages should be retained 
lij eecurity against their striding. 
In July, 1897, a strike was declared 
in the coal mines of that region, 
l/iit Hanna’s men worked fire weeks 
longer because of their withheld 
wages, which lie nevertheless CON- 
KISC.ITED to the amount of 
$7,000. 

In October, 189.7, he stored 
2,(8)0.000 tons of coal on barges, 
then forced a atrike by reducing the- 
miners’ wages, ran up the price of 
coal $2 a ton. clearing 4,000,000, 
and then called off the strike, after 
thus depriving the miners of four 
weeks’ w'ork. 

In ‘.Tune, 1897, the Manoven 
miners, of Manoven, near Monon- 
gahela. Pa., struck against a reduc¬ 
tion from 60 to .54 cents a ton—the 
lowest price ever paid in the district. 
That was after the election of 1896 
and long enough before that of 1900 
to give the "pure and simplers” a 
chance to forget. 

Tills is simply a part of .Senator 
Hanna's record as a "friend of la¬ 
bor,” which is just as well known to 
Mitchell, Duncan and Gompers as 
it is by me. But the rank and file do 
not know it, for if they did of course 
it would have a tendency to spoil 
the delightful pastime of "harmon¬ 
izing” labor and capital.

AS TO SYMPATHETIC STRIKES. 


The other day a new city scyei- 
needed inspecting, and a go^ man, 
as good men go in modern oGBcial 
circlet, was sent down to look it 
over. The excavated cavern was full 
of deadly gases, and when he did not return, another good man was sent 
down to.see wliat was the matter, and then another, and they all suc¬ 
cumbed to the noxious vapors. Now what did the city do? Did it keep 
ae.iding good men down.to that awful death? No. It tooks steps to 
purify the air ia the sewer. It was the only sane way of dealing with 
the f/roblem. 

We are led to write the above from reading what Archbishop Mesa- 
mer of Milwaukee aaid at a mass meeting of his churchmen the other 
night. The arehbishop is known to be an opponent of Sodalisn. He 
didn’t attack Socialism openly, but he hinted that the Socialist way of 
stopping corniption was not gt^. “The way to stop corruption,' he 
laid, “is to elect good men to office.” Is it possible that the arehbisliop 
is unaware that this has been done these' many years? In every cam¬ 
paign we have been regaled by the claims of candidates that the rascals 
must be turned out and honest men (meaning themselves, of course!) 
must be put in charge of the public’s trust. Congress is full pf rascals 
elected on this sort of iasne, men, many of them, who probably started 
out with good intentions, but succumbed to the noxious infiucnces, the 
poisonous cspitalistic gases that filled the air of the sphere in which 
they found themselves. 

A Southern cc'ngressman. of populistic leanings, once wrote a book 
on "If Christ came to Congress.” A’ou can imagine almost what the 
book set forth without reading it Congress today is an assemblage of 
the biggest thieves this country ever produced—thieves so systematic 
that by their operations the substance of the people is continuously 
drained away from them, with a resultant misery that viciously supple- 
lueiiUi the profit system and strews the land with the most wretehed 
wrecks of humanity, robs men of their consciences, makes of the moral 
teachings of the church a perversion to protect the piilty and to flay 
the hides of the innocent with all the torments of capitalistic cupidity, 
and so on. 

And our city govemmenta are cess-pole* of corruption, only a 
amall portion of which is being uncovered. These city governments are 
lull of good men, leading citizims, and church men. .And the leading 
business men who do not go into office ns ’’good men” attend to busi¬ 
ness on the outside and help to corrupt those in office! 

. By all means, let us send good men into offli'o—let us keep send¬ 
ing p<iod men down into the poisonous sewer! Good men are so plentiful 
that we can afford to waste them, you know! 

Now, the .Sociolists in the archbishop’s city and in other cities, have 
bee.i pointing out the only sane way to clean these .Augean stables..They 
say the “good man” issue has been shown to he a farce and a crime 
against the state. They say that attempts to clean politics by punish¬ 
ments administcreil to the few that arc found out is no correetive, never 
has he<‘n. never will he—^although it is an eminently capitalistic pro¬ 
cedure. The truly moral way does not lie in that direction. For 
society to make thieves by conditions and then vent its ferocity upon 
them, is simply immoral. For they are simply guilty of breaking the 
“eleventh commandment” of our present hypocritical civilization, which 
re.ids; “Thou .Shalt not he Found Out!” tTsuallv those who administer 
the punishment arc the worst rascals of all—only they haven’t been 
found out! 

.No, the Socialists point nut the only moral and the only ecnnomic- 
,ally scientific way: To bend all energies toward en-’ing the corrupting 
influences that make thieves and rascals out of good men after they get 
in office. At the citizens' mass meeting in Milwaukee some weeks ago, 
■the Socialists proposed that corruption be fought by conducting public 
business in accordance with the principles of Socialism. The capitalists 
—some of whom did not have cleaa hands themselves—were scandalized 
at the idea. No. they wanted to punish someone—such a nice’Christian
